In arriving at the Los Cla- 
veles farm, a distance of about five 
kilometres from the city, he engaged 
the advance guard of. the insurgents 
and a hot fight ensued. 


The insurgents dispersed, but the 


troops, 
owing to the lack oC water, 


were compelled to fall back to 
the 


farm of La Union de Lames. 


At daybreak of March 5 the march 


was renewed in the direction of the 
Aranjuez 
ranch. 
From 
the com- 


mencement 
of 
the march there had 


been frequent firing upon the van 


uajrd and flanks of the column, and 
:his was kept up until it reached tho 
San Jose De Caoba valley, where the 
insurgents held a position in the edge 
of the forest. 


The fron.t and right flank of the col- 


umn opened an extensive and hot fire, 
and after an hour's fighting the insur- 
gents were dispersed by the Taragona 
Battalion and other forces which used 
artillery. 


The water supply at Santa Cruse be- 


ing exhausted, General Castellanos 
was compelled to leave for Las Cla- 
veles, from which point he pushed on 
to Puerto Principe, reaching the city 
about 
noon. He lost one lieutenant 


killed, three lieutenants wounded, six 
regulars killed and 20 wounded. It is

agreement not to reply to the Greek 
lote, but to issue orders to the foreign 
admirals 
to establish an immediate 


blockade of Cretan ports, which 
will 


soon be in full operation. 


This agreement is somewhat in the 


nature of a concession to Russia and 
Trance. Russia, during the middla of 
.he last week, proposed, wibh Prance 
seconding the proposal, another joint 
note to Greece, insisting on' the with- 
drawal of t!he troops instead of an im- 
mediate resort by the powers to force. 
Russia's action was inspired, it is of- 
ficially stated, by a certain sympathy 
for Greece, but so 
many objections 


wero raised by each power in turn to 
this suggestion that tho other course 
has finally been agreed on. 


It is thought that tho simplest way 


to cary out the threat made In 
tho 


identical note will bo the blockading 
of the Cretan ports and the landing of 
forces sufficient to insure the mainte- 
nance- of order, leaving future action 
as to the faite of Crete to later negotia- 
tions.

5-year-old girl, who was play- 
ing in an alley two blocks away.

in charge a mob of negroes followed

The windows of the clubs and 
hotetls facing on the square and the 
aproaches to it were filled with spec- 
tators. 


The Greek colors wore worn by a 


majority of those present and 
mainy. 


Greek flags were displayed. The pro- 
ceedings began at b o'clock, the speak- 
ers 
including Rev. Dr. John Clifford, 


the well known Free church minister, 
and the 
fjllowing members of tho 


house of commons: Michael Davitt, B. 
H. Pickersg'll, F. A. Chan'ning, B. C. 
J. Morton and Havelock Wilson. Miss 
Florence Balgarnie, G. ,T. Holyoako 
and 
other prominent sympathizers 


with the movement for the political 
union of Crete with Greece arrived in 
the processi n. 


The resolutions were similar In pro- 


test to those adopted at the Hyde park, 
meeting, and in general terms stated 
that the Grtek reply to the identical 
notes of the powers offered a satisfacr 
tory basis of settlement. The meeting 
appointed its chairman and the vari- 
ous speakers as a deputation to pre- 
sent the resolutions to Lord Salisbury.

The only 
hope of the people is a fearless and in- 
dependent press that will expose the 
shortcomings of our officials and de- 
mand a return to honest men and hon- 
est methods iu public life.

Harper's Weekly, one of McKinley's

Kinley has at last officially announced, 
what Mr. Hanna was enabled to an- 
nounce unofficially some time ago. that 
there will be an extra session of con- 
gress.

The futility of the proposed 
experiment is clear when it is reool- 
leoted that the present tariff law pro- 
duces more revenue than the law which 
bore Mr. MoKinley'e name. Moreover, 
it is evident from various signs in the 
political horizon that the new bill is to 
be prepared rather for the profit of 
private interests than for the increase 
o! the public revenue, and that snoh a 
nil cannot be pushed through the sen- 
ate without an arrangement of some 
rind with the silver Republicans. Mr. 
SlcKinley has no warrant whatever for 
;he assertion that 'nothing haa ever 
jeen made plainer at a general election 
;hau that the controlling principle in 
the raising of revenue from duites on 
imports is jealous oare for American 
interests and American labor." This 
reads as though Mr 
McKinley had 


passed 
the campaign in 
profound 


slumber. Not only was this not made 
plain, but it was not in issue. The 
people elected Mr. MoKinley because 
he was supposed to be opposed to Mr. 
Bryan's views on money, and his 
majority actually came from men who 
are opposed to this view of tariff legis- 
lation. A high protective tariff law 
will not only be a pitiful distortion of 
the victory that was won for sound 
money, but, in our opinion, it will 
further delay the restoration of that 
prosperity of which Mr. McKinley's 
friends still profess to believe him to 
be the 'advance agent.' 


'The proposed new tariff law will 


not increase revenue; and it is not. an 
increase of revenue that the country 
needs so much as economy.

ing the sundry civil bill.

paper advertisement would' certainly 
cease to be useful when the newspaper 
has been cast aside into the rubbish 
heap, but I'll tell you a little atory 
to show you that so long as the paper 
exists and the type on it can be read 
its advertising power remains.

"The ignorance of the general public concerning the subject of Shorthand affords a 


comparatively easy field for imposition, and scarcely a month passes by but some flaming 
advertisement or circular is brought to our notice, promising unheard of results to the un- 
initiated by means of the "most wonderful system of the age," decrying old and tried 
systems, and defrauding the public in various vays. We cannot too strongly urge upon 
persons in search of Shorthand instruction to beivare of such advertisers. They can do you 
only harm, and have no knowledge to impart. If you wish to become a Shorthand writer 
first make np your mind that to write one hundred words, and to properly transcribe your 
notes, will require at least six months of hard, determined study in any system which has 
stood the test of practice, and that yon had best give advertisers of less time a wide berth. 
"It is not uncommon to see advertisements in which the claim is made by some 


lightning teacher that he can conduct a pnpil to verbatim reporting in a few weeks, or at 
most in two or three months. Against these Hghtiiing teachers and their advertisements 
everyone who has the phonographic cause at heart should enter solemn protest. These :el- 
lowswork mischief-to the phonographic cause. Their advertisements raise the students 
anticipations too high, and when reaction comes the result is disgust on the part of the 
pupil: and the chances are that while reviling the qtack he will hurt thelegitimate teacher, 
which, of course, is not fair. Every beginner should be plainly told that tbe art of verba- 
tim reporting can be obtained only through much labor. It is trne that the theoretical 
knowledge of Phonography is easily acquired; but it is also true that time, patience ana 
practice are absolutely essential to success. When the pupil understands this in the be- 
ginning, it is a great stimulant to practice. I beliere that more pupils fail through want 
of practice than any other cause. Now, I have no patience with these deceitful advertise- 
ments. Let the whole Phonographic world rebuke them, that legitimate teachers may not 
snfferon account of their trickery."

Mij Dear Sir:—I have read with some interest the letter from Mr. Williss 


published in the "Daily Times" of your city of Feb. 18th last, in which he speaks 
of Munson's System and insinuates some very unfair things about the GKEGO 
SYSTEM OF SHORTHAND. He seems to have an idea that the Gregg System that 
you are teaching is not phonography; this shows what a superficial investigation 
Mr. Williss must have made into the system, becausa Gregg's Shorthand is purely 
and absolutely a phonetic system, even more so than the Munson. The true 
sound of words is conveyed by the vowel?. In the Munson System these are all 
omitted, in the Gregg System they are all inserted; so that when it comes down 
to an actual point GREGG'S SHORTHAND is A PHONOGRAPHIC SYSTEM and 
Mun- 


son's is not. 
In styling Gregg's shorthand a "catch-penny" system Mr. Willias 


has forgotten himself; because it takea six to nine months to teach the Munson 
System, whereas three months are sufficient to acquire a practical working knowl- 
edge of the Gregg. This shows that the "catch-penny" part of the business ap- 
plies to the Munsou more than to the Gregg, because of the fact that less fees are 
received from each pupil where the Gregg is taught.

The consequence of this is that the student cannot often transcribe his notes on

THESE ARE SUPPOSED TO REPRESENT PHONOGRAPHY! Heaven save the mirkf 
So difficult is this and such a chaos of'inconsistencies present themselves to the 
"so-called author," that he has been obliged to devise thousands of different out- 
lines to distinguish the different words. Who on earth would think that "bsns" 
spelled absence as well as "business;" yet that is one of the glorious (?) things 
that the Munson writer has to be proud of. In the Gaegg, consonants and vowels 
are inserted in regular order. I could multiply these examples by the score and 
point out the inconsistencies that exist in these Pitmanic methods, but space 
will not allow. 


Suffice it then to say that Gregg teachers are prepared at any time to place 


their writers of three months against any Mumon, Pernin, Pitman or Burns 
student after six or eight months' tuition and to state any reasonable amount on 
the fact that the Gregg writer will beat the Munson writer in reading and writ- 
ing shorthand upon any subject chosen by independent parties.

PLANS OF BEPtJBLIOAU LEADEBS, 


In His Speech at the Caucus Speaker 


Keeil Gave the Clio by Pointing Out 
the Necessity of Briuging the Business 
to a Speedy Close—Probable Limits of 
Debate. 
Washington, March 15.—The Fifty- 


flteh eongressr»meets in extraordinary 
•ession at noon in pursuance of Presi- 
dent McKinley's proclamation. The 
work before it, the passage of a tariff 
bill, is pretty well cut out- in advance, 
but the indications are that it will be 
a stormy session, and its length and 
scope are as yet mere matters ol spec- 
ulation. 


The present secretary of state, Mr. 


Sherman, remarked several years ago 
on a memorable occasion in the sen- 
ate that the president, like Alladin, 
could rub the lamp and cause the genii 
to appear, but that once they had ap- 
peared tbey were roasters of their own 
destinies. 


So that congress once in session may 


go much further or not so far as the 
president may wish. So far as the 
•house is concerned the present deter- 
mination ol the leaders is to direct the 
energies of the lower branch to the ac- 
complishment of the task before it 
with all expedition amd throw the re- 
sponsibility 
for 
any complications 


which may arise out of delays in the 
senate upon that body. 


This was made manifest by Speaker 


Reed's speech at the Republican cau- 
cus, when he spoke of the necessity of 
bringing the work of the session, to a 
speedy close. \Viiether the leaders 
will emphasize any inaction by the 
senate when the bill reaches that body 
"by a program of three day recesses re- 
mains to be seen, but it seems likely 
that the speakers will at least for the 
present refrain from appointing any 
save the actual committees necessary 
for the transaction of the 'business in 
•hand. 


This will prove an effective bar to 


the passage of miscellaneous or gen- 
eral bills, a* the rules of the house are 
such that all legislation must come 
through the agencies 
of committees. 


•But even this is not absolutely neces- 
sary, as the committee cm rules cam be 
•Invoked <to furnish special orders. 


Consideration in committee would 


involve great delay and result besides 
in almost interminable debate in the 
house, as it Is the peculiar characteris- 
tic of a new house to use every oppor- 
tunity to talk. Mr. Cannon, the chair- 
man of the 'appropriations committee, 
says the bills as they went to Mr. 
Cleveland were all right, and he favors 
their repassage under special rules 
without the formality of again putting 
them through tne regular channels. 
This will be the plan followed, and all 
the time before the actual debate on 
the tariff begins will be devoted to the 
appropriation bills. 


The new tariff bill, upon which Re- 


publican members of the ways amd 
means committee have been working 
laboriously for three months, is com- 
plete, and will be formally introduced 
at once. 


It will then be printed and submit- 


ted to the Democratic minority and re- 
ceive formal consideration by the full 
committee. It is not expected that this 
will require more than three or four 
days at most, although the Democrats 
mny, and probably will, protest vigor- 
ously against such expedition. 


•Although the limits of the debate 


have not yet been decided upon, the 
prevailing opinion is that it will not 
last over 10 days. Night sessions will, 
of course, be held throughout tho per- 
iod allowed for debate. This will give 
the new members am opportunity to 
make set speeches for the benefit of 
their constituents. 


Unless some unexpected hitch occurs 


the new tariff bill may be sent to the 
sen'ate a week from next Saturday, or 
a fortnight after the session opens.

seven-tenths of a foot in 12 hours. This 
is, the highest record since the estab- 
lishment of the weather office here in 
1872. 


The government gauge recorded 36.3 


feet 
above the low water mark, but 


owing !•» a change in the gauge since 
the previous high waters this would 
read on the old gauge 27.2. The high 
waler mark on the old gauge was 36.6 
made in a flood of 1890. The rise dur- 
ing the day was slightly more, than 
half a foot and tbe indications a.re that 
t'he big stream will continue to rise 
slowly during the next 24 hours. 


On all of the islands near the city 


and in the lowlands of Arkansas there 
is great suffering among the people, 
and there is a great loss of stock and 
property. People continue leaving the 
lowlands for this side of the river. 


The Little Rock and Memphis rail- 


road managed to get its morning train 
into the city, but made no attempt to 
move the freight trains. The Kansas 
City, Fort Scott and Memphis-brought 
trains into the city until "midnight Sat- 
urday, when It commenced using the 
tracks of tfhe Iron Mountain. The lat- 
ter road is still a few inches'above the 
water.
